weaker and weaker. It Is not thought 
he will die suddenly but the end 
Is liable to come at any moment 
The doctors In charge of the holy pa- 
tient have given up all hope and 
are merely doing all' In their power 
to make his end as peaceable as pos- 
sible. 
Preparations^ have already 


been begun for tho final ceremonies 
that will follow the death of Leo. 
Carpenters have begun to erect the 
staging which will be used when the 
people come to view the remains and 
the masons have been at the Vatican 
ready to wall up the chapel as Is cus- 
tomary when a new pope Is to be 
chosen. Yesterday Dr. Massonl took 
several pictures of the pope. 


Gibbons In Paris 
Paris. July 17.—Cardinal Gibbons 
has arrived In Paris and will await 
the news of the pope's death here 
when he will at once proceed 
to 


Rome.* He Is at St. Supllccs at pres- 
ent and will stay there until the end 
Is announced.

Power for Rampolla. 


Later the pope was sufficiently at 


ease to receive Cardinal 
Rampolla, 


and his holiness conferred-on him tho 
enlarged authority made necusHary by 
the present Illness for the executive 
administration of papal affairs. 


It Is understood that cine result of 


this action will probably be the speedy 
appointment of a successor to Mon- 
slgnore Volpinl as secretary of the 
conslstorlal congregation. 


The pontiff stems to have had an 


intuition that while he lies with one 
foot la the prave Cardinal Rampolla's 
adversaries are be.cinnltiK to take ad- 
vantage of his tottering power to pull 
down the Idol which they worshiped, 
so his holiness leaves nothing unat- 
tempted to show the world up to the 
last moment how much he trusts his 
secretary of state. 


Recognizes Devotion. 


No one was admitted to the sick- 


room all day except Cardinal-Rampol- 
la. who was only allowed In on tho 
repeated request of Pope Leo, who de- 
sired to confirm 
and extend 
the 


power the cardinal already excerclses 
because of his position.

which In ordinary times would neces- 
sitate the direct intervention of the 
pontiff "in recognition of his personal 
devotion of the pontiff and the ser- 
vices he had rendered to the church."

GERMAN FLEET 


MAY COME HERE 


It Is Possible 
That 
the 
Squadron 


Will Visit America Very 


Shortly. 


Berlin, July 17.— It Is declared hero 


that there Is still a possibility that 
a German squadron may be sent to 
America to celebrate tho opening of 
the world's fair at St. Louis, In spite 
of nil 'present official denials. 
it Is 


a well known fact that the kaiser 
Is anxious to show the United States 
the pick of the German navy which 
has 
formerly keen 
represented In 


American waters only by small cruis- 
ers and gunboats, conveying no idea 
of the strength of the empire's navy, 
but he Is still more anxious that 
Prince Henry shall leave tho navy 
this fall. 


While, of course, no official reason 


has been given for this desire 
of 


the kaiser, it is tho general Idea that 
the prince, who in contrast to his 
older brother ia becoming extreme- 
ly democratic. Is too popular In the 
navy to suit tho kaiser. 
It was In- 


tended ho should give up his com- 
mand Immediately after the visit of 
the North Sea squadron to France. 
but on account of the visit of tho 
American squadron It was decided 
to have Prince Henry, who had met 
several of the American officers be- 
fore. receive the guests. 


He will now leave the navy In 


the fall, though very much against 
his wishes, to bo given command o 
an army corps. If a squadron shoulc 
be sent to America in 1004. Prince 
Adelbert may go on one of tho ves- 
sels. but not as lieutenant, as the 
kaiser does not want him to be pro 
moted too rapidly, but desires him 
to earn his promotion In the regular 
way.

Several Roads Take Steps to Stop the 


Great Decrease of Available 


Timbers for Conttruction. 


The Bureau of Forestry has con- 


tinued this year on 
a far 
larger 
scale the experiments In timber sea- 
soning and preservation for the rail- 
roads which It began last year, un- 
der Dr. irerman von Schrenk. 
This 


summer the work will be carried ot 
In many states—East. 
South, and 
West—and 
will 
be broadened In 
scope and made even more thorough 
than before. This work -will be done 
for the New York Central, the Erie, 
the Baltimore and Ohio, and tho Pen 
sylvanla railroads In tho east; ant 
for the Illinois Central, the Santa Fe 
the St. Louis and San Francisco, the 
Missouri. 
Kansas and Texas; the 


Northern Pacific, and tho Burlington 
In the south and west. 
The scarcity of valuable timbers 


is felt by no class of consumers as 
more keenly than by the railroads 
•which use every year 110.000.000 ties 
merely to renew those worn out anc 
decayed. 
The price of timbers has 
risen In some Instances to a figure 
•which makes their use prohibitive; 
In other cases the supply Is so nearl: 
exhausted that 'the roads have been 
to loolt about 
for 
new 


timbers. 
. 
, 
The Bureau of Forestry has been 
called on to assist In solving tho 
difficulty, and has come forward with 
the very practical and simple sug- 
gestion that the railroads Instead of 
continuing to 
use expensive high- 
grade timbers for such a low grade 
purpose as that of railroad ties, shall 
use the cheaper woods. For example 
to the complaint of the New York 
Central that It finds It 
more and 
more difficult to secure longleaf-plno 
ties from Georgia at the price It can 
afford to pay. the Bureau suggests 
that It use the 
Beech, maple and 
birch 
of 
the Adlrondacks. 
The 


complaint that the timbers rot very 
quickly when laid In the ground is 
answered by the suggestion that they 
should be seasoned and well preserv- 
ed. Just as beech Is seasoned ana p 
.preserved 
In France. 
The Great two. 


Work of a similar nature to the 


railroad experiments Is being curled 
on for the American Telegraph and 
Telephone company which used last 
year 150.000 telephone poles and 3. 
)00.000 feet of timber In cross-arms. 
Seasoning experiments are being con- 
lucted on chestnut poles near Hnr- 
rlsburg. Pa., and on cedar poles near 
Wilmington. N. C. 
Important and 
valuable 
as this 
work Is to the railroad and telegraph 
companies. It Is of far greater Im- 
portance and value to the country it 
large. 
The use of cheaper timber 


for railroad ties Is In several ways 
nn economic saving: It relieves tho 
high grade timbers of a part of the 
heavy demand that Is being made up- 
on them, opens a market for tim- 
bers for which there Is now little 
sale and affords splendid opportunit- 
ies for conservative management ot 
timber lands. 
The work Is being 


prosecuted according to the regular 
co-operative system of the Bureau by 
the field and travelling expenses of 
the Bureau's agents 
are 
paid by 


those for whom the work is done.

Along the valleys where 
were high waters the crop has been de- 
stroyed and on the level lands mat 
have been saturated the corn will not 
mature. The best corn Is along the 
dry rolling lands, but even there tho 
cool season has prevented the crop 
from being what It should be at this 
time. Wo may have an average crop 
Jf the weather In the future Is favora- 
ble, but If it continues cold It Is hard 
to say what extent there will bo a 
shortage. 


"The grass crop will be the finest 


for many years. The cool weather 
has favored the growth of oats, wheat 
and bark'j- and that cI.TRS of products. 
The wheat crop Is generally good. 
Altogether the outlook for the farmer 
Is good. We have been paying ?8.-
